“The right-of-way 
said franchise is 
be kept clean of all waste and 
rubbish and reasonably clear of 
weeds,” says another paragraph. 

Here is a feature about 
quency of operating of cars: 

“Cars shall be run over the 
road constructed under this fran- 
chise every day unless prevented 
by the elements, strikes or un- 
avoidable causes. Local service 
cars shall stop at all street cross- 
ings when so ordered by the city 
council. All scheduled  passen- 
ger cars shall stop at one point 
in Upland, designated as Upland 
station, provided that when 
through service over the line for 
which this franchise is. granted 
shall reach one car or train in 
each direction eaeh hour from 
each direction ea¢h hour from 6 
fears or trains each way after 7 
p.m.” 

Section five places burden for 
fulfillment of the franchise as 
follows: 

“Provided further, that ans 
neglect, failure or refusal of the 
said grantee to comply with any 
of the conditions of this ordin- 
ance granting said right and priv- 
ileges shall thereupon effect a for- 
feiture thereof and the said city 
council may thereupon declare 
said right and privileges forfeit 
ed and said rights hereby granted 
shall be deemed and_ shall be 
null, void and at an end.”

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Liquor Blamed 
For Delinquency 


Juvenile delinquency was trac- 
ed to teen-age consumption of 


liquor bought with false identi- |! 


fication cards and forged driv- 
ers licenses attesting to an age 
of 21 or over, by witnesses sub- 
poenaed by the 1951 grand jury 
of San Bernardino county this 
week. Mayor Eugene G. Nisbet 
attended the hearing from Up- 
land. 

At the open public. hearing 
Foreman Harry F. McDowell pre- 
sented the results of the jury’s 
one-month investigation into juv- 
enile delinquency in the county. 
Figures showed that from late 
July to late August, 331 boys 
and 86 girls were arrested in the 
county and its nine cities, 218 of 
the boys and 18 of the girls for 
liquor law violations. 

A proposal is now before the 
jury to demand that refunded 
liquor license fees be set aside 
for enforcement of the state dl- 
coholic beverages act. The jury 
has not vet made a decision. 

H. E. McKenzie of the San 
Bernardino office of the state 
board of equalization, reported 
that 25 per cent of drinking juv- 
eniles get the liquor at home: 
Fifty per cent have it purchased
